M le Fukkkt: The Roman qaesiioa bas for si me 
time bast given a pretext for attempts at agitation, 
to which it is necessary to put an end. Forgetfal of 
what the Empercr bas done during tbe last ten years 
for tba Hole Father, we bear p-opls talk of bosrilit) 
and spoliation. R-gardless of tbe profcuid peace 
tbe Caurch ecjoye in France, of the rsspec s with 
wBich tte Government I urreunds it, of tbe bensvo 
laces and liberality witb which it is treated, people 
talk of per-ecution Little pampblets composed ii 
this reeee, with more or less of ability, aod in a 
popular form, are by hundreds of tbousacds cram 
itiusly distributed in tbe temples, ia schools, ic 
private boases. Ths pulpit it-elf is mads in certain 
p acts the echo of these calumnies sad thie excite- 
ment. Among ths promoters of these manoeuvres 
many, doubtless, ars blind, though lines re. The 
spirit of party, however, gives tnsrn auxiliaries, 
and these are not am irsr tbe least atdsnt. The 
population seems to bs lilll* moved by all tbis effer- 
vescence, which is in tbe eye i of sensible people 
more bartfnl then useful to religioc; acd tha Gov- 
en meet bad hoped tbat it would sa .-ids hetcrs i's 
patience and ita forbearacce. Good ci.izeua ask 
whether forlnararc*, by being prop aged uselesely,

.xists a diplcmatic question, which most assuredly 
will aot Ie resolved by these impiudant hat frni:

It has been propoied, at various 
timet, that the Government should atsumttheentire 
proprietorship on condition that it would make the 
required improvements, or that it should relinquish 
its interest therein and allow private corporate] 
meet the imperative demands of Western com 
nem. To have complied with either proposition 
would have answered our requirements, but with 
strange persistence, they have not received the at 
tention which their importance demanded. N 
at last, we have hopes that Congress will stnetion 
the us* of the revenue* and credit of the company 
to make the proposed enlargement, for not one dol- 
lar is asked from the Government, and when it is 
done, it will be reaJy to be handed over to the 
United States, the trust created by the Kentucky 
statute hsving been discharged by the making of » 
canal sufficient to pass the largest class of steam 
veetela navigating the Ohio river."

The Secretary diabtlesi spoke of a trent- 
ftr having bten rrr.de, while there was only an offer 
to transfer oa oonditiont which were not accepted 
Mr. Marshall explained that tbe United States could 
not have become the proprietors of tbe canal, be 
ctuie, in tddi ioa to th* tctlon of tbt Secretary of 
tbe Treitory, tb* aelioi cf tb* corporators of tbe 
Kentucky State corporation was r< quired to dis 
charge tbe trust created by tbe statate. If tb* di 
rectott bad attempted sccb a transfer to tb* United 
Slates, without the perf. nnanc* of tb* condition on 
which tb* trust was decltptd, any court of equity 
ould btve enjoined agiinst that trtutfer.

It is unfortunate that our Frankfort contemporary 
cannot look at Louisville except through the great 
green goggles of parti/an prejudice.

We lorn not merely the great earn- 
ings of the road, which would be immense from the 
ry outset, but the whole country and the world 
must bose what is infinitely- more important — tbe 
benefits that would flow from the accelerated develop- 
ment of a vaat tract of fertile territory, and the 
faciliated commerce nf all America and Western 
urope with Asia.

Some time in tb* year IP-MS there diid ia Ohio 
u •■• , R-^'i ck», a" bia ra-id*Bc», six milaa north 
of Ha-»-id, M-. Stephen Stateler aged abcut 86 
raare. He * at at tks time of bi< death the o'.d&tt 
residertof flat county, bavirg fintt gore therein 
tb* spring of 1790. Q* waa a mas of most extra- 
ordinary c -Fetitutioe, acd the wri'ar of this rem* ru- 
bers distinctlv to have aeai him in the harvest bold 
on tb* 4 h of July previ us to bit d-atb, handli-g 
a icttbe with tb- alrr nese of a young Bin. Ha 
wa i from Pennsylvania and of German parentage. 
Hit. original name waa StrodUr which, for the sake 
if eupbonv. wa- changed to Stdultr. 

Tba following acc >:nt of hiteirly trial? and trib- 
ulationa will, no doubt,, bi read with great interest 
by I hoe* persona wbo were acqatimed with Mr. 
Stateler or v ith o- her perron* whose names ate 
mentioned in tbe narrative: 

In ' C lirs' H>story of Kentucky" tbe re is men- 
tion m dt of several ircidents, concerning which I 
have often beard this old gentleman rpeak, acd 
from wbcm, no doubt, tbat ictcreaticg information 
waa cli ained. 

Some year* before his death, he gave an account 
his adventures to a friend, who wrota them out 
His statement, for tbe truth of 
it is scarcely neeescary to vouch, is at fol 

Iowa: 

aa. trtaTsxaa'a Accorrr. 
In the winter of ItH, a gentleman by the nami 
of Kendall, who lived ia Virginia, had contracted 
with a man to furnish him with part of a boat load 
of buffalo meat, and Kendall was to bring barrels 
and aalt ia tbe boat down the Kanawha river and 
take in the meat at the mouth of tbe river. I waa 
at the point from whtcb the boat was to start, and 
desiring to go down to the mouth cf the river, went 
on board the boat and came down, intending at the 
time to come only to the moutL: and, if tbe buffale 
meat had been furnished according to contract, I 
abould not bavegone any farther: but, as the meat 
was not forthcoming, Mr. Kendall wes driven to 
the necessity of proceeding down tbe river with 
what load he had, and hired several persons, among 
others, myself, to accompany him, and kill game 
enough, aa wejoarneyed along, to complete his 
load. As we were floating down, we discovered 
buffalo signs, and several of us left tbo boat in a 
targe prroyue to bunt on shore. We met with but 
little success, however, and reached Mr. Kendall in 
a few days at Louisville. It was thought by some 
that buffalo could be killed below Louisville, and 
Mr. K. accordingly concluded to pursue his jour 
ney and complete his load with buffalo meat and 
tkins below tbe falls, if possible: so we launched 
oat on the broad bosom of the Ohio on our way to 
New < irleans. 

On tbe 17tb March, 1790. Levi Wkifell. Sim 
Dtvia, and myatlf left tbe boat a short distance 
below "R»d Hick*"— wbers the city of H»t derscn 
Bow atards — acd went on shore cn the Indiana side, 
for the Dcrpore cf killicg bear and buffalo, expect- 
ing tb* boat to await oar r-tarn. We stared into 
tbe ferret, which bad scarcely 



tracks of cattle in the woods. This comforted me 
with the hope that I enould soon tee human faces 
In a short time I beard a bell. I left the I 
which I waa thea traveling aod went to 1 
bell, thinking tbat the cattle might ba at 
but I waa disappointed; and I could not make them 
go in any particular direction, so I left them and 
returned to the trace. I wandered on through tbe 
water, or flats, until nearly sundown. I waa weary, 
hungrv, wet, and cold: and, as I eat. resting on a 
log, I beheld the sun sinking behind the western 
horiion in all of it* glorious splendor, and it oc 
curred to me that probably I then saw "my last of 
suns go down on me." I determined, however, that 
I would endeavor to reach the "high ground," or at 
least find aa dry a place as I could, to camp that 
night. I neglected that day my usual percaution 
of gatherihg small dry pieces of wood, or punk, by 
which to light a fire at night, and I was fearful 
tbat I could not build a fire that evening. I strug- 
gled on through the water until I reached the bank 
of Rough creek, which, by the moonlight, I could 
see waa quite a good-sized stream. Suddenly, to 
my unbounded joy, I heard the sound of an ax, as 
if some one was chopping wood on the other side 
of the crook, and, listening, I di.tinclly hoard the 
children's voices at play in the town of Hartford. 
I had never heard of the place before. I halloed 
as loud a* I could, but could make no one hear 
I waited very impatiently until everything 
became quiet, and made another effort to make my- 
self heard. I succeeded, and some one answered 
It was a Mr. Rhoadcs who ferried me acruss 
the creek in a large trough. 

I wai as hospitably retired u I could bava ex- 
pected acder the circumstances. My -le.tru-e and 
ragged condition, my strange garb acd appeartrce, 
and my almost incredible >to-y made me, as I dis- 
covered, an object cf suspicion". There were at tbat 
time twenty sev-n families living in Hsrtfortl, ard 
thev wtre extremelv c<u'bu3 whom tbey admitted 
into thrir midst. This was tf course a wis* and 
n-cesaarv precaution on accocnt of the unfriendly 
tribes of* I rdiana that lefaated the whole snrroucd- 
ing country. 

I spoke but little, however, of myself, but always 
told the sam* stcry wben qnaatioced by at ; ore. 
I spekej frequertly, ard deplored tba loss of my 
gno. 

I bad beep at Mr. Rhoadea'a about » tja *k, whsn 
hit son ask(d mi to go into tbe woedt with him to 
hunt tbe horse*, and I readilv agreed to d i so, bat 
insi«tid on htvitg s gan. Hit mrtber forbade tim 
loari'g m* tbe gun and dirre'ed tim to t*ke the

a-d wor e than all tte e, my gun was goca. I ec- 
dasvored to ascertais tb* death of tre river, think- 
ing I might postiblv dive down and r.cover it, bnt 
judging from tbe steepness of tbe bark, tb* locali- 
ty, ic, I concludtd tbst such an sfrort wtnld be 
tolly 

I left that place with a sad heart, ard turned 
my steps towards tbs spot wber* Davis and I bad 
constructed our rsrt, for besides being ia tbe desti- 
tute condition met'ion»d atxiv*. i had co provis- 
ions acd co salt, and I was getting hungry and I 
remembered tba' we had left some fcur or five veni- 
son b*m. at tb. place where tbe boat bsd left us, 
snd I re'u'ttd th*re inte'di'g lo furnish myself 
wi;h fmr or five day'* prov sioar; bu' "misfortnnts 
osver c ms sirg'y," a maxim, tba truth of which 
was verified io this instecce, for when I srrived 
there, I toned tbat tb* buzzards std wolves bad 
bean ahead of me, and bad not left me a single 
montbfull.

I skinned 
and dressed it ss nicely ss I eoald, sod cooked it 
over tbe coals. I msde my supper that night off of 
the polecat, but I assure you 1 hsve never since 
that time had the slightest desire to renew tbe ac- 
quaintance wbi"h my stomach then formed with that 
animal. 

<»u tbe evening of the third dav, I arrived at a 
point a littla above the mcutb of (ireeu river, and 
mad* s rsft for th* purpose of crossing ever to the 
Kentucky aide. At this time, no land could be 
*e*n near the month of tb* river, but, by the most 
desperate exertions, I stcctcded it getting my raft 
across tba Oaio, and out in-o tbe tirobtr oc the K?o- 
tocky side, abeve tb* nuu'h cf (itesn river. I 
worked my way on Ih* rsft for several miles 
through tbe timber until I reached tbe lard, and 
then gltdlyleft my rsft.
